Not 
because he d idn’t adm ire an d respect 
women, but. being a bachelor, he 
knew th a t political enem ies, with 
pen t-u p and frustrated am bitions for 
leadership, were w atching his ever} 
move, evpr ready and willing to take 
advantage of the slightest oppor­ 
tunity to place him in a com pro­ 
m ising position and in ju re him po­ 
litically. 
Treated Like Son 
I should state here th a t he treated 
me m ore like a son th a n an aide. I 
had the freedom of his hom e and 
clubs, th e use of h it riding horses, 
yacht and cars, in fact, nothing was 
too good for me, but alw ays with 
th e proviso th a t I take no women 
aboard the yacht or cars. In all of 
my years w ith him , w hich covered 
the period during w hich he had a 
yacht. I do not recall one instance 
when we had a w om an guest, and 
tile only woman ever to ride with 
him in his autom obile, nurses ex­ 
cepted. was the late Lillian Russell. 
She and her husband. A lexander P. 
Moore, 
P itt burgh 
publisher

A m bassador to Spain, were a t the 
B ellevue-Stratford Hotel, P h iladel­ 
phia, in 1920 while the senator was 
convalescing a t his Spruce street 
hom e nearby. It was his custom to 
take a daily ride through F airm o u n t 
park, and, wishing to discuss some 
cu rren t m atters w ith th e A m bassa­ 
dor, he invited Mr. and M rs. Moore 
to join him on one of these daily 
jaunts. I, too. was in th e party. I 
rem em ber th is incident 
distinctly 
because the fact th a t a wom an had 
been seen in th e easily recognized 
Penrose autom obile im m ediately ex ­ 
cited com m ent, and aroused curios­ 
ity as to the identity of th e privi­ 
leged individual. 
Moreover, nothing could be m ore 
contradictor}- of the facts th a n the 
im pression one gets from reading 
the above-m entioned story th a t S en­ 
ator Penrose was a confirm ed d rin k ­ 
er, m ost of the tim e wallowing in his 
cups. Could an y th in g be more ab ­ 
surd? Here was a m an carrying a 
m ultitude 
of 
responsibilities. 
To 
m ain tain leadership of th e R epubli­ 


can organization 
In Pennsylvania 
was a full-tim e Job in itself, to say 
nothing of the arduous duties d e­ 
veloping upon Pennsylvania’s senior 
United S tates Senator with a con­ 
stituency of 10,000,000 citizens en - ' 
gaged in m ore diversified activities 
th an those of any other state in the 
union. Tile chairm anship of the all- 
powerful Finance Com m ittee of the 
Senate, together with m em berships 
on m any o th er Im portant Senate 
com m ittees, would keep any m an j 
busy. How' could one so em ployed 
■pend so m uch tim e drinking and In 
lustful dissipation as set forth In 
the articles under discussion? It is 
all too far-fetched and ridiculous 
to be countenanced by any intelll- j 
gent and thoughtful person. 
The tru th is Senator Penrose was 
a 
prodigious 
and 
in d efatig ab le! 
worker. 
Possessing unusual cxecu- j 
tive and adm inistrative ability, and 
with no hobbies nor family respon- 
Ktbilites, he devoted his entire tim e 
and atten tio n , day and night, to 
his work. I gave him 18 of the best 
years of my life, and because I was 
willing to stay on the job, early and 
late, and be constantly a t his beck 
and call, I enjoyed an enviable rela­ 
tionship w ith him . 
T aking up the thread of my n a r­ 
rative w ith th e appointm ent of A n­ 
drew W M ellon as Secretary of the 
T reasury in the H arding C abinet we 
moved, on New Y ear's day, 1921, 
bag 
and 
baggage, 
from 
A tlan­ 
tic 
City 
to 
W ashington, 
m aking 
the trip in a special car. D uring the 
last year of his life the Senator, 
with the help of day and night 
nurses and his doctors, was able to 
take care of his duties on the S en ­ 
ate floor, an d as C hairm an of th e 
S enate F inance Com m ittee. 
I neglected to m ention th a t in 
the 
preceding 
November 
election, 
with scarcely any effort on hLs p art, 
and practically no opposition, he 
was elected to his fifth six-year 
term in th e S enate of the U nited 
States. His last commission, signed 
by G overnor Sproul, and C yrus E. 
Woods, Secretary of the C om m on­ 
w ealth and form er Am bassador to 
Jap an , I have hanging in my library. 
Opposed To Wilson 
All through th e Wilson ad m in ­ 
istration S en ato r Penrose had been 
one of his severest critics. T heir 
political philosophies were in direct 
contrast, and they becam e b itter 
political enem ies. Both, apparently 
in robust h ealth , were stricken a t 
the sam e tim e w ith w hat proved 
to be fata l illnesses. B oth required 
constant m edical attention, one in 
retirem ent, and the other clinging 
tenaciously,-a ga inst grea t odds, to 


his political leadership and se n a­ 
torial toga. Both when m oving about ! 
used either a rolling ch air or an 
autom obile. Both took alm ost daily 
m otor rides, and a populai highw ay I 
a t that, tim e was tile ofte leading 
from W ashington to F airfax C ourt 
House, in Virginia, W ilson and P en ­ 
rose were frequenters of this route, 
Mrs. Wilson accom panying her h u s­ 
band, while I was usually w ith the j 
Senator. Here were two m en, one 
an ex-President of the U nited States, 
and the other, one of the outstanding 
public men of the period, and it i 
was hard for me to believe th a t in 
the final analysis they w’ere nothing 
m ore than two overgrown boys. W hy 
do I say this? Because of their 
childish behavior. 
W hen out for a drive in opposite 
directions, and it becam e necessary I 
for our two cars to pass, Penrose 
would look the other way, and Mrs. 
W ilson tvould cover th e President's 
face w ith a new spaper or m agazine 
so th a t neither the S enator nor I ! 
could see him. Tills happened m any 
times. 
A nother story in this connection: 
On inauguration day, M arch 4, 1921, 
W ilson, the outgoing, and H arding 
the incoming president, according to 
custom , rode together 
from 
th e 
W hite House to the Capitol, the 
form er to attend to last m inute 
official business, and the la tte r to 
take the oath and deliver his In­ 
augural address Because W ilson was 
partially paralyzed he was unable to 
walk with H arding up the Capitol 
steps and into the S enate C ham ber. I 
Offered W heelchair 
W hat 
hapjjened 
was 
H arding 
alighted at the Senate entrance, and 
W ilson was driven around to the 
ground floor entrance m idw ay be­ 
tween the Senate and House ch am ­ 
bers. T here he was lifted from his 
car and carried inside th e building. 
T h a t p art of the C apitol was closed 
to visitors, but a few of us who were 
employed in the building were in ­ 
side 
and witnessed 
W ilson’s dis­ 
com fiture, It seemed to all about 
! him th a t the long walk from the 
center of the building to th e P resi­ 


dent's room in the Senate wing 
would be too exhausting, too much of 
a strain. His one leg and arm were 
practically useless, 
and 
it 
was with 
the greatest effort th a t he was 
able 
to walk a t all, even w ith 
the help 
of his aides. Recognizing one of 
the Ber ret service men in Hie 
W il­ 
son party 
I whispered to him 
th a t 
a wheel chair was available and th a t 
I would be glad to get It. He agreed, 
and I hurried to our office where 
Senator Penrose, M arshall, the o u t­ 
going Vice 
President, Uncle Joe 
Cannon, of Illinois, S enators Brande- 
gee, Knox, W atson and others were 
visiting and w aiting for the arrival 
of President W ilson so th a t the 
inaugural cerem onies con’d begin. 
Decline* Offer Of Chair 
Breaking in upon this group, I 
told Penrose th a t W ilson was out 
in the corridor having a hard time 
getting to the President'* Room, and 
suggested th a t he lend the Presi­ 
dent his wheel chair. Penrose said. 
“All right, give it to him .” I ran 
to the Wilson party a t once with 
the chair but 
Mr. W ilson’s keen 
m ind was still functioning on ail 
cylinders notw ithstanding his im ­ 
paired m eans of locomotion. He had 
heard via the grapevine route that 
Senator P en ro d , like him self, was 
using a wheel chair, and quicker 
th an a flash, w hen T tendered the 
chair, he asked a m em ber of hi* 
party whose it was W hen told P en­ 
rose's he absolutely refused to use 
it, and 
laboriously 
and 
painfully 
wended his way to th e President’* 


Room delaying the ceremonies by 
20 m inutes. 
Wilson and going to the D entist 
were two of Senator Penrose's pet 
aversions. Com ing to the office ono 
m orning the Senator seemed in bad 
tem per and m uch disturbed. Upon 
asking w hat was wrong, he said, 
*T*ve Just come from a aa m fool 
dentist who Jammed my mouth fuU 
of napkins and then asked me w hat 
I thought of Woodrow W ilton” 
So m uch for the hum an interest 
side of W ilson and Penrose.

NEWSPAPERMAN 
KILLED IN HOME 


Philadelphia, Feb. 8 (ZP)—Howard 
Taylor, 45-year-old newspaperman, 
was found stabbed to death early 
today in the kitchen of his home. A 
butcher knife was beneath the pa- 
jama-clad body. Taylor was night 
news editor of the Philadelphia In ­ 
quirer. 
Miss Jean Lance, a friend of the 
family who has a room on the thirty 
floor of the home, found the body 
and 
summoned 
detectives. 
They 
found a stab wound in Taylor’s 
neck. 
Police said the Taylors occupy 
the same house in which James 
Whiteside, an artist, was killed in 
an unsolved 1929 shooting. 
A 
native of Baltimore, Taylor 
was educated in public schools there 
and in Pittsburgh. 
He began his newspaper career 
as a reporter in Connellsville, Pa., 
and later worked in Pittsburgh, and 
on the Philadelphia North Ameri­ 
can. for the Associated Press in 
New York, the Public Ledger here 
and the Honolulu Advertiser.

Tile month which ended Thursday 
midnight was one of the wannest, 
dryest Januarys in local weather 
annals, according to the records of 
Dr. Henry Stewart, Gettysburg ob­ 
server. 
The average temperature for tile 
month was 33.6 degrees, which is 
3.5 degrees above normal for the 
month, and only one inch of snow 
fell Rain and snow' for the month 
totaled only 1.09 inches, a two-inch 
shortage. 
Tile coldest day of the month was 
January 
23 
when 
the 
mercury 
dipped to five above zero while a 
high of 62 degrees was reached Jan­ 
uary 6 and 7. Tile thermometer 
stayed above tile freezing point 
eight days last month and on only 
four days did it remain below the 
32-degree mark for a 24-hour period. 
Only six of the 31 days had meas­ 
urable amounts of rainfall or snow. 
Twelve were recorded as clear, seven 
as partly cloudy and 12 as cloudy. 
High winds, sleet and fog were re­ 
corded on several dates.

The National Park Service can­ 
not provide a modern comfort sta ­ 
tion in Gettysburg, Representative 
Chester H. Gross of York, has been 
advised

Acting at the suggestion of B ur­ 
gess C. A. Heiges of Gettysburg, the 
congressman tried to interest the 
National Park Service in undertak­ 
ing the project. In a letter to the 
congressman, 
the 
burgess 
wrote: 
"We feel th a t Gettysburg is part of 
our Battlefield and th a t this Na-

No Funds Available 
Replying to the congressman’s let­ 
ter in which he urged the National 
Park Service to consider the pos­ 
sibility of financing the project "in 
the public interest,” Director Drury 
stated: 
"While we are aware of the need 
for such facilities in Gettysburg, this 
service does not have funds which 
may be utilized for its construction, 
nor, is it authorized to build on 
ground not adm inistered by it. We 
have endeavored to alleviate con­ 
ditions in the park area in so far as 
possible by providing rest rooms iii 
our public contact stations and by 
constructing stations near parking 
areas throughout the park. 
"I appreciate tile problem con­ 
fronting Gettysburg, and regret th a t 
we are not in a position to suggest 
a way to solve it.” 
Congressman Gross has pointed 
out to Burgess Heiges th a t Congress 
may, at an early date, provide funds 
for a public construction program 
at which time an application from 
borough authorities for funds for 
the project would be considered.
